having a chat with a well educated 
Turk who took ‘out of his pocket his 
cigarette: box. My friend noticed as 
he took a cigarette that there was 
something written on the lid, and as 
he had seen the same thing. before, 
he asked if there was any special sig- 
nificance in it. His visitor said it 
‘was: an oath that they would never 
forget Smyrna, and that they would 
never rest till they regained posses- 
sion of it. Then he made the follow- 
ing remarkable statement: “Five hun- 
dred years ago, when we first con- 
quered Asia Minor we made a grave 
mistake by leaving the Christian 
population, in possession of ~:their 
lands and: property, but we are not 
going to make the same mistake 
again.” A few weeks ago an Ameri- 
can in .charge of relief work at 


Turks there (this was after the fire at 
Smyrna) in the: hope that special 
facilities: might be granted to him to 
continue his work, and this was the 
answer: “We do not want your relief 
committees; we do not want your 
Y.M.C,A.8; we do not want your edu- 
cational establishments or your medi- 
cal institutions; ~ve want Turkey for 
the. Turks.” This same sentiment has 
been expressed in the Turkish press 
over and over again and it is my firm 
conviction that, however foolish i 
may appear, the Turks really intend 
to carry out the above plan if they 
are allowed.

large. numbers of them. were with- 
drawn~ from the Angora front and 
sent to Thrace with the idea that 
they were to march on Constantinople. 
It is not clear yet why the Greek 
government ‘did not go on with that 
scheme or if they had no intention 
of moving without the Allied consent, 
why they did not obtain that consent 
before they weakened their front at 
Angora. It wae a_ fatal’ blunder. 
They were in a hopeless position, as 
they could not possibly defeat Kemal 
and they were obliged to guard and 
garrison the whole of the country to 
their base at Smyrna. In my opinion 
they made a- mistake in nob pushing 
on to Constantinople, as I do not be- 
Neve the Allies had anything like 
sufficient force to hold them back, 
and with Constantinople in their pos- 
session they had a very valuable asset 
in the negotiations which must have 
followed. It is worth noticing that at 
the time of this menace the Turkish 
Minister of War offered General Har- 
rington 20,000 trained troops which 
could be at ‘Tchaldja (the defensive 
lines a few miles west of Constanti- 
nople) within a week; this in spite of 
the fact that they are only supposed 
to have a small force of gendarmerie. 
It should have been quite apparent to 
the Greek command that Kemal 
would learn almost immediately of 
this weakening of the Angora front, 
but so far as I know they took no 
precautionary measures, and _ their 
CommanderinChigf, after having 
told his troops that they-would soon 
be retired to the Smyrna _ district, 
was actually taking it easy in that 
city when Kemal struck. A few of 


-tht Greek regiments put up a good 


fight at.first, but the bulk took to 
their heels and did not stop till they 
got to the sea. Kemal’s success was 
so overwhelming that I think it must 
have surprised even him, at any rate 
it surprised some of his friends and 
indeed rather frightened them. We 
may all have to pay deanly for this 
Turkish victory, which has increased 
the size of the Turkish head several 
inches. There is no doubt that the 
Greeks behaved pretty badly during 
the retreat and wantonly destroyed 
property. The tale of Smyrna is not 
yet fully known to us here nor do I 
think that any full account has ap- 
peared in the English press. From 
what I gather there was aconsider- 
able amount of looting as the Turkish 
army entered. The English houses 
at Bournabat suffered very heavily, 
and most of the British residents 
have lost most, {f not all, their prop- 
erty. Some Albanian guards who 
tried to defend one residence were 
shot and two sons of the house were 
roughly handled and made prisoners, 
but were subsequently released. Dur- 
ing the first day or two nothing very 
dreadful seems to have occurred, but 
then Ifire and massacre became the 
order of the day, and I am told that 
the scenes were too dreadful for des- 
cription. How the fire originated is 
still shrouded in mystery, and it has 
been ascribed to Turk, Greek and 
Armenian in turn. Personally I rule 
the Greek out, as he was far too much 
scared to think of anytling but get- 
ting away. I rather believe it was 
the Turk, but there is a_ possibility 
that it was the Armenians, who pre- 
ferred facing death by fire than fall- 
ing into the hands of the Turks, as it 
fs a strange fact that there was far 
more bitterness shown to the Armen- 


fan than to the Greek. 


' The Kemalist successes naturally 
produced great excitement and re 
joicing here, and the Turkish houses 
were bedecked with flags. With the 
fall of Smyrna, however, the excite- 
ment became intense, and we got a 
real touch of Mafeking. We were up 
the Bosphorus for ‘the week-end and 
so missed the show which began on 
Saturday night and increased to such 
an. extent that on Sunday afternoon 
the pontoon bridge connecting the 
European and Turkish sides of the 
city was opened by military order, 80

Of course, it being «Sunday, 
there were few big windows uncover- 
ed, but most of those that were ex- 
posed were broken, though » by. no 
means all. _Up the Bosphorus there 
was a procession of decorated. and. il- 
luminated caiques (the native boats), 
the big bazaar caiques with ten or 
twelve pairs of rowers in-each. They 
passed slowly along close to the 
shore, and as many of the waterside 
villages are purely Greek, the 
thought of the Irishman trailing his 
coat along the ground passed through 
my mind. Everything went off quiet- 
ly, however. {Many of the big Turkish 


houses were illuminated, and there |- 


was a fair amount of firing indulged 
in. In view of the damage done on.the 
Sunday, for which the municipality 
paid, and the organization of further 
demonstrations for Monday night, the 
military authorities issued’ an order 
prohibiting all gatherings. As a 
further measure of precaution the 
bridge was opened at night and this 
has: been continued up to the present. 
As the news of the happenings at 
Smyrna began to trickle in and 
refugees from ths Broussa and other 
districts adjacent to the Marmora 
shores poured in, having left all 
their possessions behind them, the 
alarm among the native population 
of the city became intense and some 
members of the forefgn colony were 
not much better. The situation in 
fact was rather critical, 
slightest incident might have caused 
6ome movement in the city, and the 
Military had not too many’ men at 
their disposal. No reliance was plac- 
ed in the French and Italian ‘troops 
here bythe natives, although this was 


a wrong view in my opinion, as the 
French especially have important 
financial interests here, which they 


were.bound to guard, and it was clear- 
ly shown by the Sunday demonstra- 
tion that a mob does not stop to see 
what flag is flying. There was a 
general sigh -of relief when the first 
British reinforcements arrived,’ and 
the city is a good deal calmer today 
than it has been for some weeks, al- 
though we all feel that we are still 
on the edge of a volcano and that 
there is a possibility that we may 
have to clear out’ ones more. All 
last week hundreds of people were 


beseiging the doors of the Greek 
and Roumanian consulates’ getting 
their passports visaed, but both 


consulates have now received instruc- 
tions from their governments not to 
issue- any more visaes or passports. 
There has been a vast exodus and 
many people have cleared out for 
good, many others. are making their 
plans to quit the city, and they feel 
that there will be no security under 
the Turk and that commerce will be 
stifled. Over two thousand passports 
have been issued by our own Con- 
sulate and they have none left in 
hand, 60 that many people have been 
obliged to wait till this week. This 
does not mean that all these people 
are leaving, but simply that they are 
preparing themselves in case we are 
ordered to evacuate. 

The state of affairs at the Dardan- 
elles is very far from satisfactory, 
and Kemal is playing the old Turkish 
game of procrastination whilst at 
the same time strengthening his 
forces in that zone. General Har- 
rington whilst ~naintaining his posi- 
tion, has been most conciliatory in 
his replies, and everything is being 
done to avoid a conflict, but the pres- 
ent state of. affairs cannot go on for 
long ,and we all ‘hope that we shall 
not give way an inch more than we 
have done. The feeling here is that 
we do not want war as individuals, 
but from the national point of view 
we realise that unless Kemal takes 
up a more reasonable attitude than 
at present, it is absolutely essential 
that he should be thoroughly thresh- 
ed and the Turkish head reduced once 
more to its normal dimensions. 

The famous treaty made by France 
with Kemal has put her in a_ false 


.position ever since, as it was quite 


impossible for her to act loyally both 
towards Britain and Kemal. We feel 
out here that she has preferred Kemal 
and that she has been’ working 
against Great Britain all the time. 
Propaganda against the British was 
quite openly carried on by French 
officers in the drawing-rooms of Pera 
and the local subsidized French pap- 
er seldom appears without some open 
or covert hit at England. Italy is in 
much the same boat, but was not so 
successful, as she could not get a 
treaty with Kemal, and in any case

Italians. It is strange that Franée 
who made such a fuss about meeting 
the Bolshevists of Russia at Genoa, 
should be hand in glove’ with ‘the 
Turks who are tied to the Russians. 
If Kemal comes to Constantinople as 
a victor without very stringent con- 
trol, the Bolshevists will have made 
thelr first big step westwards and in- 
to a part of Europe where they’ can 
make the utmost mischief. It is niy 
belief that although the Turks will 
be in nominal authority here, the real 
rulers will be the Bolshevists, just 
as the Germans were at the outbreak 
of the war in 1914. It is all a ques- 
tion of money, and the Bolshevists 
can find ‘plenty of that when it comes 
to advancing their schemes. 

It is well known that the present 
Sultan would not beon his throne a 
week after Kemal came here as a 
victor. Indeed it is more than prob- 
abel that he would not be alive. -Al- 
ready many of the better class Turk- 
ish families who have been anti- 
Kemalist have gone to Europe, as 


they know that their lives are not |” 


worth an hour’s purchase after his 
entry. It is a remarkable fact that 
since England commenced showing 
that she was determined to hold the 
Straits, even if she had to do it alone, 


and since British reinforcements be-+ 
‘there is |- 


gan to arrive in this city, 
a marked change in the tone of the 
Turkish press and articles are ap- 
pearing saying that they do not wish 
to quarrel with England and that they 
hope the old ties of sympathy be- 
tween the two countries will soon be 
re-established. It is not long ago 
that these same papers were openly 
deriding us and threatening us with 
all kinds of punishment. 

Now, what of the future here sup- 
posing the Turks come back in peace. 
Some are optimistic, but many more 
are pessimistic, and I think the last 
are correct. The old pure bred Turk 
was a fing man in many ways, but he 
could never govern his own people 
properly, still less the Christian popu- 
lation. With the advent of the Young 
Turks in 1908 most of us were hope- 
ful that there would be a vast step 
forward and that Turkey would be- 
come the prosperous country she 
should be. Only a very few maintain- 
ed that there was no hope so long as 
the Turk ruled. They were right. 
Within a few months the party who 
had carried through a wonderful revo- 


lution were split in two and_ the 
usual Eastern arguments of murder 
and oppression became _ rampant. 


More than probably history will re- 
peat itself and the'advent of Kemal 
after a few short delirious moments 
of joy to the Turks, will gradually if 
not immediately bring back the 
state of affairs that existed before 
the Great- War. It has often been 
said, and truly, that the Turk des- 
troys, but: never creates, and one has 
only to go by.train to Bulgaria to see 
the truth of this. On ome side of the 
frontier wretched mud _ huts, land 
lying fallow or badly cultivated at 
the best, a ragged and miserable look- 
ing peasantry. On the other, where 
the same state of affairs existed till 
50 years ago, when Bulgaria threw 
off the Turkish rule, one sees neat, 
well built cottages, the land all cul- 
tivated, and a fine looking and  con- 
tented peasantry. With the return 
of a victorious Trrkish army to Eur- 
ope the eternal Eastern question will 
have to be faced again, and the same 
old intrigues of pre-war days will be 
intensified. Asia Minor, one of the 
richest countries that remains practi- 


cally undeveloped, is a waste. The 
most industrious portion of the al- 
ready too scanty population have 


been driven from their homes to die 
in one way or another, or to swell the 
awful army of refugees that already 
exists in this part of the world. 
Thosuands more are abandoning their 
homes whilst they can still save a 
little of their possessions. It is 
Significant that many Jews are among 
those who are quitting the country. 
They have got along very well with 
the Turk in the past, and thelr sym- 
pathy was with Kemal, yet many of 
the. younger generation are going to 


other countries as they see no future 
A here. 


Anatolia was a good market 
for British goods in the past, espec- 
jally for Manchester goods, but it 
was not the Turkish peasantry that

He said it was lile a plague, 
and everybody had it. « He safd he had 
travelled all over Saskatchewan: and 
B.C. in recent months, and there 
was not*’a spot he could prefer to 

- live in compared to Red Deer. We 

' had everything to make a. first class 
city, and yet nobody seemed satis- 
fied. He had been living in B.C. for 
some years for his health, but he had 
better health while living in Red 
Deer than he had in B.C. 

In this connection we draw our 
readers’ attention to an article on our 
front. page descriptive of Red Deer 
only a short 21 years ago, to show 
our tremendous growth since that 
time, and that while we may be de- 
pressed at the present'time, we are 
as sure to riso again as the sun is to 
rise to-morrow morning. 

At that time we had no water ser- 
vice; we had no sewerage system: 
we-had no electric light; we had no 
cement sidewalks; we had no large 
school, or city hall, or fire depart- 
ment, or agricultural grounds. The 
C.P.R. had one passenger train a 
day. In the Old Country there are 
many towns a hundred years old that 
have not grown as much as Red 
Deer has-grown in twenty. 

We hope our better citizens will 
help to dispel the gloom that is 
being scattered broadcast by turning 
their faces to the sunlight and mak- 
jng the future bright for everybody. 


SS: 
THE PROGRESSIVE PARTY 


The meeting of the Progressive 
Party at Winnipeg, last week, was of 
considerable interest and importance. 
The issue raised was practically that 
of the continued independence of the 
Farmers’ Party or its fusion more or 
less complete with the Liberal party. 
For the moment at any rate’ the 
choice of independence as been 
made, and the LiberadGoverndment re- 
mains in its previous rather pre- 
carious position. 

Possibly, however, the most notable 
feature of the gathering was the sug- 

‘ gestion contained {n Mr. Crerar’s let- 
ter of resignation that the Party 
ought to ‘broaden its basis and not 
to restrict {ts membership to farmers 
only. From the pointrof view of 
both the Progressive Party and the 
country this seems wise advice. As 
Jong ‘as the Farmers’ Party admits 
nong but farmers to membership, it 
cannot expect the community as a 
whole to regard it with sympathy. 
Its programme almost necessarily 
will tend to be one favouring merely 
class legislation and class interest to 
the exclusion if not to the detriment 
of other sections of the community. 
Such a tendency will {n turn incline 
to the creation of sharply defined and 
antagonistic class distinctions, which 
Canada has hitherto been happily 
free from. It {s not by the accentu- 
ation of divisions In the community 
but by the promotion of constructive 
co-operation, that progress is Iikely 
to be made. The farming interest is 


now .and i3 likely to remain for long }. 


the predominant interest in the West 
and in Canada generally. It is right 
, and-proper that the interests of the 
farming community should be  safe- 
guarded. If the farmers are to he ex. 
ploited by the people of the towns 
and deprived of legitimate returns for 
their work, farming will cease to be a 
-healthy industry, ahd the rest of the 
community will at once feel the 
effects of that loss of health. More- 
over, the farmers themselves will in- 
avitably lofe by an exclusive policy. 
If. they, as a’party, look only to their 
evn intercata and ignore or subor- 
dinate those of the yest of the com- 


— 


munity, . individual members of their 


party will quickly learn the lesson of ! order for exhibition. 


selfishness and will in their turn 
ignore the interest of the party and | 
consider only their private advan- 
tage. As a result incidents like the 
recent indemnity vote will tend to 
become more common, and the gener- 
al standard of public Hfe will move 
downwards’ rather than upwards. 
Therfé are two-absolutely opposed 
attitudes which may be taken up by 
individuals towards the country and 
the community. The country may be 
regarded as something ito which we 
owe a duty. of ungrudging and self- 
sacrificing service; or it may be re- 
garded as ‘something to be. robbed 
and preyed upon by every means fair 
and foul.’ The two attitudes are al- 
ways.in conflict. The one makes for 
an efficient and prosperous nation or 
community. -The ‘other makes for 
a corrupt and decadent one. We like 
to beHeve that the former and better 
attitude is the one typical of British 
communities, but the tendency to the 
other and worse one is always pres- 
ent in human nature- and always to 
be guarded against. ; ; 
We may not agree with ‘some 
points in th2 Progreszive Party’s. gen- 
eral policy, but there aré always two 
sides to great public questions, and 
the existence of the party system 
securesas a rule their full discussion. 
It. is to the interest of the country 
as a whole that our great parties 
should be as healthy, -broadminded, 
and disinterested in their outlook as 
possible. Therefore the favourable 
reception of the advice given to his 
party by Mr. Crerar is a matter of 
general interest to everyone.

BROKE CALGARY AND 
EDMONTON RECORD 


It has remained for an Alberta 
driver and a Canadian made car to 
set an American dirt road record that 
will probably live for many a year. 
Tha stunt was performed Sunday, 
November 5, when J. Paul Welch, in 
a McLaughlin Buick Master Four, 
stock model, made the trip from ‘Ea- 
monton to Calgary and return, 415% 
miles, in 9 hours, 26 minttes and 55 
g2conds. The time includes two 
stops at Red Deer for gas, totalling 2 
minutes, stop at Calgary for registra- 
tion, 3 minutes, five minutes lost 
through a puncture, and the period 
consumed through losing. the trail 
out of Calgary and retracing five mil- 
es. The ten miles travelled in this 
manner is not included im the mileage 
from Edmonton to Calgary and re- 
turn. Mr. Welch was accompanied 
on his trip by Steve Playford. 

The fastest time was made from 
Edmonton to Calgary, 4 hours, 32 min- 
utes; the return trip took 4 hours, 
51 minutes, 55 seconds, due to losing 
the trail and the puncture. The fast! 
est the car travelled was 68 miles per 
hour and the slowest 15 miles. Turns 
were made at 35 miles an hour by 
the expedient of turning ,the front 
wheels sharply and locking the rear 
ones, a practice which Welch does 
not recothmend for amateurs. 

The common stock motor of the 
Master Four’ performed perfectly, 
declares Welch, living up to a trial 
that should never have been asked of 
it. The car itself was 5 feet in the

miles an hour, but that strain was 
minimized by the Hartford shock ab- 
sorbers with which the car was 
equipped. On the return home there 
was not a rattle in the machine.

laboratory from various sources has 
fallen in the past four years from 59 
percent. to 35 percent. A score of 
examples are given of the illegal use 
of hulls in samples taken at random 
from those received the ordinary way 
for microscopical examination ‘at the]: 
Ottawa laboratory. These indicate 
that the practice has not been confin- 
ed to any ong province, but it is grati- 
fying to be told that during the past 
two years much has been done to pro- 
tect the public by officials of the 
Seed Branch charged with the enforce. 
ment of this Act.
